Mr. Boutwell's visit Lo this cit ¢ would have
been ong of the most sensible 1 Ungs he has
done, if he had not come with an empty
bead, nnd made bis stay so short. If he bad
a fertile, inventive mind, he would bave
visited this eity, after his marlla from offioial
onres, with a fresh and tolerably matured
olicy on the chief questions pertaining to
[:_In department, snd wonld have thought it n
ont advantage to submit his viows to the
considerntion snd eriticism of the sagacious,
practical men who daily breathe the atmos-
yhore of commeres in it5 priuvi%ml seat on
this continent. Previous to his vacation,
time enongh had elapsed since his induction
into oftice for a thorough aequaintance with
the daily rontine and ordinary workings of his
department, and with the merits and demerits
of the systom he inherited from his prede-
pessors. He had also had time enough to
look into (he financial systems of the leading
commercial and debt-burdened countries,
and to have formed a judgment of their ex-
collences and defects.  He bad the materials
needed for an intelligent survey of the sitna-
tion; and the leisure of his vacation was op-
portune for the solution of the problems with
whioh his official situation requires him to
grapple. If heis to present a definite, com-
prekensive policy to Congress in his annnal
report, which he wust begin to write within
the ensuing two months, his vacation has
ven him the best opportunity he conn have
ﬂr giving that policy substance and shape.
If he is flonndering in the dark now, if he
is groping after a policy now, he will sail his
ghip withont rudder, compass, or chart durin
dis whole financial administration. He wil
pither announce & policy on the moeting of
Congress in December, or his management of
the Treasury will be a succession of make-
ghifts, and his department will deift at the
merey of cireumstancos,

It would be absurd for him to come to New
York to getideas; but the criticism of our
leading merchants and bankers would be an
invaluable aid in testing the soundness of such
jdens as he bad formed by his independent
reflections. It is quite ont of the beat of men
engaged in the active pursuits of commerce to
devise a financial policy for a nation; but
their keen sense and practised perception
are well fitted to detect the Hnws, or judge of

the soundness, of a policy which had been
thought out by o froitful mind. We
do not expect the great bodyof skilled

engineers and machinists to he inventors;
but they are admirably qualified to judge
n new invention and estimate its wvalue
and piactical working, The suggestions
made to kr. Boutwell on Thursday by the
bankers, sugar refiners, and the rest, were of
the most trivinl character, relating to the
mere details and frippery of administration,
touching only the bark and never pene-
trating near the core of any subject which
they broached. But if the Secretary had
made a speech at the dinner Thuraday evening,
aund had put forth any groat, or éven any new
and valuable ideas, he would have set the
faculties of all the able men of the city at

work, and might have spent a week
here very profitably in listening to
the criticisms and answering the ob-

jections of practical men in every walk of
commerce, He would then have gone to
Washington with a new stock of materials for
maturing and perfecting the system which
he ought to lay before Congress for its sanc-
tion. If the Secretary of the Treasury does
not devise a poliey, it is not likely that Con-
gress will; for the great body of the members
are better gualified for emendatory criticism
than eriginal thought, and there is no mem-
ber of either hounse on whom it is specially
ingnmbent, as it is on the Becretary of the
Lreasury, to master that class of subjocts.
We have hiad no inventiveness in the Trea-
sary Department since My, Chase was at t_hr_-
hend of it; we are pursning a system which
has beceme inapplicable bya change of cir-
cmunstances, Whatever may be thought of
the merits of Mr., Chase's polioy, it canuot be
disputed that he had a policy; nor that il was
formed early and earried the country success-
fully through the colossal expenditures of the
war, There has not been a new idea in the
Treasury Departnent since he left it, nor
does there secm likely to be under the admin-
istration of a barren, medioore man like My,
Boutwell. Mr, Chase, in spite of
fhis defects, exhibited [} certain
largeness of conception to thelike of which
the present BSecretary ocan never ex-
pand his small, commonplace mind. Tn Mk,
Chase's time, the Government was compelled
to raise enormous sums by lopns or {ail in the
war; and that officer had a guick insight into
the problem that was set him. The chief
thing was to find a sale for the prodigions
amount of bonds with which the Government
was flooding and glutting the market, He,
therefore, undertook to enlarge the market by
ereating new demands for public securities.
Objectionable as his policy donubiless wag in
Bome respects, it was adapted to this object,
The new banking system had at least the
merit of promoting the funding of the gresn-

backs by causing a demand for Govern-
ment bonds which would not otherwise
have existed, The revolution in the bank-

ing system of the ecountry by which all the
banks were required to secure their cir.
culation by a Ar»p-».it of Dbonds, enlarged
the market and opernted as a relief to the
glut. ‘The new banking system may not be
a good one for supplying the country with a
permanent cwrrency: but it was certainly
_adapted to its immedinte purpose of enlarging
the market for bonds and tiding the Govern-
ment over the embarrassments cansed by the
compulsory strain on its credit. At any rate,
Mr, Chase had a well-marked policy, one
easily and clearly understood, which served ils
lcmfnrury objects and prevented a collapse
of the public eredit when a collapse would
have been fatal, His uninventive suocessors
bave kept the sails set ina calm as he sot
them to save the ship in & tempest, as if
8 total change of circumstances requived
no change of policy. Mr. McCulloch merely
went on funding the debt—a task that was
comparatively easy after the close of the war
when the limit of indebtednoss bad 1een
veached, and capitalists were relieved of yy.
vertainty as to whether indefinite imsneg of
bonds might not so inundate the market pe
fo render them all worthless, AS soon as the
yax closed, foreigners thought it safe to buy,
pnd a steady stresm of honds has since fowed
to Europe, Mr. MeCulloch's only suggestion
—that of preparing for specis payments by
reducing the volume of the currency-—wis too
obvious to gain him any eredit for originality,
and too ill-timed to meet with success, Ho
we have gone on till the fifth year after the
close of war in servile pursuance of a
policy devised by Mr. Ohase near its begin-
ning, and adapted to temporary exigencies
that have long sinoe pasised away.
There bLas a universal fecling for the

financinl policy suited to the altéred gondition
of affairs. The numbetless orude projects
that have been hatched in Congress, and
stifled, bear witness to the dissatisfaction of
the country nnd to the incompetency of Con-
gress to solve the ¥mh|eu:, Its solution is
uof the approprinte function of Congress, bul
of the head of the Treasury Department, if
the department had a competent head., In
England, the initintive is always taken in such
mattors by the proposer of the budget; the
gpeeches of the Ohancellor of the Excheguer
answering, in most respects, to the reports of
onr Beeretary of the Treasury. In this coun-
iry, great financial exigencies have ocourrad
but seldom, but the way through them has
always been piloted by the head of the Tres-
sury Department, At lhe beginning of the
Government the policy was Hamilton's; ab
the beginning of the war it was Chase’s; and
we are not likely to have n sagacious policy
now until we geta man of brains pnd l)uhf-
ness for Seoretary of the Treasury. Neither
Mr. Bonttwell nor anybody else is any wiser
for his vigit to this city, There is no reason
to suppose that he knows himself what he will
recommend to Congress in his annual report,
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CUBA—THE TIME IFOR ACTION BY THE
ADMINISTRATION.

Our European telegraphic news gives usa

repetition of the old story of another tripavite
arrangement or coalition of the powers of
Europe to securs the possession of Cuba to
Spain.  This time, it is said that England,
France, and Austria have taken eome action
aghinst the polioy and views of the United
Btates with regard to Cubn, and that in reply
to a circulur sent by Spain to the difforent
nations, relative to the communication of the
Awerican Minister at Madrid, theso great
powers have answerod favorably to *‘the
rights of Spain.” It has been said even that
they will form a coalition for sustaining Spain
in “her rights.” All this comes, too, at the
time when General Prim has been having in-
terviews with the Emperor Napoleon. Then,
as a supplement to this news, and in a certain
way to give color of truth to it, we are in-
formed by a Madrid journal that General
Prim had sent from Parisa telographic des-
patch to the Spanish Government declaring
that ke wonld not hesitate at any sacrifice to
subdue the insurrection in Cuba.  Then,
again, a portion of this news has been con-
tradicted,
Now, the question arises, what do all these
reports and this agitation signify or porténd?
ﬁil’lll‘l}' thig, that the Cuban t']'l]l--'.[iujj hos
assumed an important charaeter in Europe as
well a8 in Awerica, that Spain is tronbled
about it and looking round for sapport, and
that it is fast oulminating to & solution, It is
the natnrval fermentation of ideas and in-
terests on the subject on the eve of a erisis,
Some of these reports. donbtless, ave canards,
or are manufactured from prejudice to the
United States or for political purposes. Still
there is at the bottom evident hostility to the
medintion of the United States in C‘aban
affairs and to the proposed purchase of the
independence of Cuba throngh our Govern-
ment, DBut this talk about a tripartite coali-
tion is nonsense, Neither France nor Eng-
land, and, least of all, Austria, will go into
any such Quixotie enterprise. Whatever the
feeling or wishes of the Emperor Napoleon
and the British Government may be with
regnrd to the Cuban question, they will not
risk any diffienlty with the United Btates
about it.

It will be remombewed that a tripartite
trenty of France, England und the United
Stales to secure the possession of Cuba to
Spain was proposed to this country during
the andministration of Mr., Buchanan, and that
it wns promptly and prnfwrly rejected by the
United States, limes have changod grently
sinee that period. This mighty republic has
developed a power and strength little dranmed
of before, Napoleon burned his fingers too
painfully in the imperial Mexican experiment
to venture ngain upon any nolive interference
in the affairvs of Americn as in hostility to the
Americun policy of the United States. Eng-
land has too much at stake and is too wise to
interfere, and she knows well enough that
her interference would only aronsa the Ame-
rican people and Government to more deter-
wined action in favor of the independence
of Cuba, Astothe talle of endangering or
wenkening our position on the question of

the Alubwna elaims, that is a1 mere bug-
bear, We are in mo hiry fo settle

these claims.  We do not and shall not admit
that there is any parallel between the action
of the Pritish Government in recognizing the
belligereney of an integral portion of this
vepublie] and any action that we may take in
the cnse of a neighboring American people
fighting to throw off the despotic yoke of a
European power, 'The fime must come when
the opportunity will avise and we shall have
the power Lo sottle the Alabama clpims in our
own way. 'This bugbear will not deter the
people and Government of the United States
from sustaining Cuba and from earrying out
a great and eherished American policy on this
hemisphere, DBut il we may judge from the
tone of the leading press of England, no
effort will be made to frustrate the action of
the Awerican Government or to prevent
Cuba from becowing independent, As to
Austrin, it is sheer nonsense to speak about
her interference, The rumored tripartite
coulition is n canard and sn hnpossibility,
Spain may bluster aud be foolish enough (o
gepd out to Caba ivon-clads and fresh troops,
bt she is pot so stupid asto think of war with
the United States should this country recog-
pize the independence of the She
hins l.'l:ullgll to do at home, and no nation
wonld lend her a helping hand, Nol that we
have much confidencein the wisdom of Spain;
for she foolishly fought to (he bitter end and
ruined horself to no purpese in her wars with
the South American eolonies, nud it is PosEi-
ble she may do the smne in the case of Cuba,
Nor is this conntry under any obligation to
Spain to forego its policy towards Cuba; for
during  our  eivil Wiy she proved
herseli unfriendly in  joining at  first
the coulition against DMexico and  ve-
publican institutions, and in her attempt
to subjugate Ban Domingo, 08 well as in the
war upon the South American republics. Wa

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THE FATE OF BIR JOHN FRANKLIN.
From the N, Yi Tinea,

A waif from the sen brings ns once more
fidings of the ill-fated expedition whiah
started todiscover n northwest passage, nuder
the lendership of Sir John Franklin. But if
the prper which hins 1ately been washed ashors
answera to the desceription given of it in our
despatches, it contuing little if any informa-
tion in addition to that which was obtained
from the record discovered by Captain M-
Clintock in 1859, From that Sir .!n‘m Frank.
lin was known to have died in June, 1817,

It takes us back nearly o quarter of a con-
tury to recall the preparations which were
made for Franklin's last expedition. At that
time very few doubted that he wounld be sue-
cessful. The two vessels chosen for the work,
the Hrebus and the "T'error, were provided
with every applinnce which foresight and a
long experience of Arctic voyages could sng-
gest, On the 19th of May, 1845, the little
party set forth on their adventures, and two
months afterwards n whaler saw the ships
moored to an iceberg in Baflin's Bay., From
this time the vessels and every man they con-
tained were lost to the world. We have long

known, and the paper just cast nshore
confirms the faet, that Biv John Frank-
lin had already been dead yeoars and
yeurs when expeditions were sent out
in the hope of resening him. Bt
what become of the crew, 145 in number ?

It is very evident that they did not perish
with the commander, The thought that they
were still wandering abont in vast and lonely
regions, watching morning and night for some
loophole of escape from their fearful ecap-
tivity, induced men of all countries to assist
in fitting ont fresh exploring expeditions.
Franklin had been ordered to return to Iing-
land in 1847, We now know that before aid
conld have reachad himn he was dead. He
must then have Deen in his sixty-first year at
Lis death, and was probably little fitted to

survive the hardships and pri-
vations which evidently fell upon
the party. Why the ships were deserted

we do not yet fully know, but we may easily
conjecture the truth. They probably be-
came locked in the ice, or were crushed as
the huge floes acenmulated round them, The
crows went out upon the frozen sea in the
hope of finding some suceor.  Year after year
vague traces of them were henrd of, Now a
sottlement of Isgnimaunx would relate that
they had seen o company white men (ravel-
ing together, *“‘one of them with a talescope
slung over his shonlders,” 'Then the man
with thc telescope was no more seen, and the
suryivors gradnally dwindled down, until the
melancholy band seem to have given up all
heart, and laid themselves down to die.

The American expeditions under Dr. Kane
smd Dr, Rae were those which did most to
clear up the mysteries surronuding the fate of
poor Franklin and his crew. One day they
found the corpses of thirty-five persons and
a quantity of articles belouging to them or
to their friends. What a fate theivs had
been ! ‘They tried to live by shooting wild
fowl, but all their efforts seem to have failed,
and there were sigus about which led to the
belief that the unhappy men had been driven
to the dread resort of ennnibalism ! When-
ever a white man atrayed away from his com-
panions;, or halted behind from fatigne or
sickness, he was set npon by the Dsquimaux
and despatehed, After Dr. Kane's expedi-
tion, the iden that any of Franklin's party
survived was abandoned, and Lady Franklin
herself gave up the long and hopeless search
in despair,

Of ull the expeditions which aver sailed for
these gloomy Arclic seas—the grave of so
many gallant hearts—the one led by Dr. Kane
resulted in the most useful discoveries, from
a seientifle point of giew., He seltled many
undiscoverad problems, and, we might have
thought, did awny with the necessity for
future undertakings of the same character.
But both here and in England the old fover

for Avetic exploration oocasionally breaks
forth again, Dr. Hayes on this side,
and  Captain  Shernrd  Osborne on  the

other, would gladly undertake to make fresh
resenrches in a region where our race could
never hope to bring the enormous forces
of mature inte subjection. Dr. Hayes is,
indeed, actually on his way to the ice
fields at this wmoment, although not bound
on an enterprise of unususl magnitude,
We shonld be sorry to disconrage any-
thing which tended to keep the desire for ad-
venture and discovery alive in the minds of
our people.  Suilors, esperially, oug/t to have
a tinge of this craving in their nature, DBut
if we could properly discournge any enter-
prise of the kind, it wonld surely be of an
Arctic expedition that we should ask
bone?  'Whe northwest passage !|—does any
one helieve that it conld ever he useful to
man 7 It would be almost as rousonable for
us to set to work again trying to discover the
philosopher's stone, or the olielr ofter,  These
ure pruong the memorable “‘crazes’” of man-
kind, By all means let us cherish in onr
pavy a spirit of courage and daring. Buat
the time bias gone by when nations or (ioy-
ernments will consent to help men to throw
away their lives in the pursuit of phantowms,
